PLANTING FRUIT TREES, 


Cart Should Be Taken Not to Set the 


Roote Too Deep In Soil. 


The beginner in tree planting usually 


H'ts his trees loo deep rather than too 
i.linllow In the relatively heavy soils of 
Missouri. J. C. Wbltieu of the depart- 
ment of horticulture of the University 
ol Missouri tays. 


"Young trees should be selected for 


plautlijg, and they should be set at the 
same depth at which they Mood In the 
nursery," Mr. Whltlcn said. "Trees 
turn, lo the northeast and grow crooked 
because of Ibe warm soulh ami south, 
west winds during the growing season. 
The ueo should he set with the heavier 
eldo to tbo southwest to avoid this. 


"The rools should IMJ trimmed so as 


not tu be crumped and any rapped 
wounds taken olT. I'each trees should 
be pruned most severely after illuming 
of any of the orchard fruits. Trim all 
branches off, leaving a single whip; 
then shorten the whip to n hel«ht of 
'about two irtid one-half feet. Cherry 
trees should he less severely trimmed. 
If well branched tlio center of the Ire.- 
ulionld he cut out. The Jnpaiiose plum 
tret- slji'iitil lie shaped like the i>c.idi. 
Other plum, apple and pear trees, hav- 
ing only a single, whip, should lie treat- 
ed likewise, Older trees may lie treat- 
ed like tin' cherry, with the eMeptioii 
that nil branches nniy he shortened tu 
one-half <ir one-third of their natural 
li'iiKtli."

One of the best ways of getting a : 


large hay crop Is to use a liberal i 
amount of plantfood, on the money ; 
crops, or the grain crops, In the rota-

tlon.

manure or fertilizers—but should usu- ] 
ally Include both. 
t 


FalKSeed'lng Without Nurse Crop. 
| 


Where grass follows grass, or where j 


a grain crop Is not Included In the ro- 
tation, fertilizer must be applied at 
the time of seeding down. Use 200 to 
800 pounds per acre of a fertilizer 
analyzing two to three per cent ammo- 
nia, eight to ten per cent phosphoric 
acid, and when possible four to five 
per cent potash. 
Clay soils require 


less potash than loams; sandy and 
c'.ay soils more nitrogen. This forrou- 


• la furnishes nitrogen enough to start 
the crop, but leaves no surplus to be 
lost by leaching. 
It gets Ihe mineral 


elements—potash and phosphoric acid 
—so distributed through the so'.ls as 
to be of tlie-greatest value, yet It Is 
not so costly ns to he prohibitive. 
Larger quantities must be used, how- 
ever, when It Is expected to keep the 
field In gra&s for a number of years. 


How and When to Top-Dress. 


Just as the grass is turning green In 


the spring, apply a fertilizer'analyzing 
from six to eight per cent available ni- 
trogen and three to five per cent phos- 
phoric acid and as much potash as can 
be economically purchased. On muck 
soils more potash Is necessary, and 
on sandy soils more phosphoric acid. 


Amounts Profitable to Apply. 


This fertilizer gives the grass a 


good start, makes it grow rapidly dur- 
ing the season when there Is plenty 
of water available, anil gives a worth- 
while increase in the crop. 
If hay 


Is usually worth $10 to $12 a ton In 
the barn. 200 pounds of the above fer- 
tilizer may be used. 
If It is worth 


?15 In the barn, 300 pounds gives a 
higher acre profit. 
Finally, if the 


farmer Is so located that his h.iy is 
worth SIS or over, he can well afford 
to use 400 to 500 pounds of this fer- 
tilizer, and make the hay crop the 
most profitable crop on his farm. 
It 


will then give more dollars for less 
labor than any other crop which he 
can produce. 


Permanent Mowings. 


When land Is cropped permanently 


to grass, yields are usually lower than 
in rotation mowings. The field becomes 
rootbounil and fertility sometimes be- 
comes so low »hnt the crop Is often not

Increasing Production. 


Summarization of iliesc results loads 


to Ihe Conclusion that top iln-ssliiij 
with fertilizer In ihe spring on the old 
seeding pays excellent dlvlilonds on 
tlip Investment. On oni! field of nine 
acres, the average produeilon for ten 
yours was U.'XJO pounds, or more than 
Ihri-e ions of liny PIT aero annually.

Question Much Discussed. 


Whether manure or fertilizer, or 


both, should be used has been a ques- 
tion much discussed, but this same 
station has concluded that since prac- 
tically every farm rotation Includes an 
Inter-tilled crop such as corn, the ma- 
nure should be used on this, and com- 
mercial fertilizer depended upon to 
supply the needed plantfood for the 
hay lands. The reasons for this are 
obvious. Manure contains weed seeds, 
and It Is easier to get rid .of these In 
a tilled field than In grass land. Then 
too. n part of the value o£ manure Is 
In its Imiiins-maklng material. To get 
full value from these humus-forming 
substances, manure must be mixed 
with the soil, and not left on the sur- 
face to ili-cay. Finally, the increased 
rout 
growili produced by 
fertilizer 


i-aiisi'S iho grass lo furnish Its own 
hnmu*. 


It '....iild not he expected that all 


crnps iloniaml fertilizers ot (he same 
analysis, and this is true. Timothy, 
rod top or orchard grass do not re- 
quire a fertilizer as high In phosphoric 
add 
as does clover or any other 


legume, hut they do require more am- 
monia. The legumes have tho power 
of obtaining their nitrogen (ammonia) 
from the air and do not need so much 
In the form of fertilizers. 
If timothy 


Is desired, the fertilizer should con- 
tain at least 4 per cent to 5 per ccnt 
ammonia. In case clover Is sown with 
timothy, a fertilizer high In phosphoric 
acid and potash brings the clover Into 
greater prominence. 


Greatest Net Returns. 


For top dressing In the early spring, | 


amounts used vary from 200 to 1,000 
pounds per acre. Probably an amount 
between these figures Is the most prac- 
tical for the average farmer to apply. 
Good results are often obtained by the 
use of less, but net returns, up to cer- 
tain limits, are generally In proportion 
to the amount of fertilizer used. 


It is interesting to note thai tho rec- 


ord-breaking yields, even in a good hay 
season such as 191C. were made where

It Is more profitable to fertilize a pro- 
ductive mowing than one which has 
"run out." 
It Is usually more profit- 


able to break up and re-seed n weedy 
meadow than to bring it back by fer- 
tilizing, although the latler win be 
dune, and often profitably. 


Good Drainage.—Urasses and clovers 


do better on well-drained than on a 
wet land. Sedges and other water- 
loving plants take possession on wet 
soils, and ir seldom puys to fertilize 
these. However, while the farmer Is 
finding capital for necessary Improve- 
ments, these wet-land plants can he 
kept out of the wet meadow by feed- 
Ing the grass which Is already there, 
and this again at a profit. 


Sweet Soil.—Timothy always does 


bettor on a sweet soil than on a sour 
soil, and gives greater returns for the 
fertilizer 
applied. 
Lime, 
however, 


should be applied before seeding, or on 
other crops in the rotation. If used 
as a top dressing on grass land It Is 
slow acting anil relatively expensive.

gen, hastens maturing nml Improves 
(he quality. 


It Invariably happens that corn will 


mature froiti ten days to two weeks 
earlier on a field well supplied wllti 
phosphoric acid than It will on a field 
deficient In phosphoric acid.

Maintaining a Balance Between Heat, 


Moitture and Fertility. 


[Prepared by United States department of 


agriculture.] 


Tbe secret of successful corn culture 


Is to maintain a proi>cr balance of 
moisture, heat and fertility. 
These 


three factors, together with the nature 
of tbe seed, determine yields in all 
parts of the country. 


A change In the supply of one may 


make a change In another advisable. 
Thus Ibc moislure requirement varies 
wllli Ihc amount of heat available. la 
addition to water and beat, soil fertil- 
ity ami seed also must be regarded 
among the chief essentials. No one of 
these can be said to be uiore- Important 
than another. Where all are abundant 
eicept one—as water, for example— 
this one becomes the limiting factor, 
and methods of supplying II become, 
tbe Important mraus ot Increasing the 
yield. 


Com possesses characteristics which 


appear lo nmke It adapleil lo drought 
conditions und, on the other hand, has 
qualities which limit Ils possibilities as 
a crop for semlarld regions und call for 
special ndjnslmcnts. 
In producing a 


i given welghi of feed or dry mailer 


com uses less water than certain other 
crops, us oats, clover nnd. alfalfa. It 
Is deep rooted and cnn If necessary 
draw water from a depth of five or six 
feet. 
In hot, dry weather the rolllnsr 


of the blades reduces the loss of water. 
On tbe other bund, the heat require- 
ments anil peculiar flowering babita of 
this crop make It less adapted to semi- 
arid regions than other grain or forugo 
crops. 


Corn makes Its entire growth during 


tbe season of highest temperature, 
growing best when the thermometer 
registers SO to 100 degrees P. It can- 
not grow in early spring or lale fall, 
nnd its growth Is retarded during the 
summer by cold nights or cool weather. 
It needs Its greatest supply of mois- 
ture during the summer weeks when 
droughts are most likely and when 
rains are less effeclivc because of 
losses 
from 
evaporation. 
In 
other 


words, the heat requirement of corn 
prevents growth nt times when mois- 
ture conditions are likely lo be mo.st 
favorable, while lack of moisture fre- 
quenlly retards growth when beat con- 
ditions are must favorable. The prob- 
lem, Iberefore, where heat is great ami 
moisture deficient Is to store up mois- 
ture, and whore moisture Is plentiful
